INTRODUCTION 

Striking  changes  have  ensued  from  the  expansion  of  medical  knowledge  and 
the  development  of  medical  techniques  in  recent  years,  particularly  since 
World  War  II.  These  changes  occurred  during  a  time  when  important  changes 
were  also  taking  place  in  the  size  and  distribution  of  the  rural  population, 
and  particularly  of  the  rural -farm  population.  The  growth  of  medical 
specialization  and  the  increasing  importance  of  hospital  facilities  have  been 
accompanied  by  the  concentration  of  medical  services  in  urban  areas  where  ac- 
cessibility to  large  populations  and  specialized  resources  is  greatest. 

One  effect  of  these  and  related  changes  in  U.  S.  society  has  been  to 
place  the  rural  population  at  a  relative  disadvantage  in  regard  to  obtaining 
health  services.  Thus,  despite  marked  improvement  in  the  health  status  of 
the  rural  population,  rural  residents  continue  to  be  confronted  with  prob- 
lems of  obtaining  adequate  health  care. 

Widespread  concern  with  the  health  status  of  the  population  is  evidenced 
by  increasing  attention  devoted  to  the  development  of  research  and  action 
programs  in  the  field  of  health  and  medical  care.  For  example,  the  National 
Health  Survey  is  designed  to  provide  current  data  on  specific  health  ques- 
tions. (See  item  6U. )  Legislation,  such  as  the  Hill -Burton  Act,  promoted 
the  construction  of  rural  hospitals  and  public  health  centers.  Concerted 
efforts  are  being  made  by  rural  communities  to  attract  physicians  and  to  pro- 
mote enrollment  in  health  insurance  programs. 

In  view  of  the  continuing  concern  with  problems  of  rural  health  and 
medical  care,  the  need  for  a  source  of  information  on  social  research  in  the 
field  of  rural  health  is  apparent.  This  reference  list  was  compiled  to  help 
meet  this  need.  It  was  prepared  to  facilitate  the  use  of  resource  materials 
by  research  workers  and  others  interested  in  rural  health  problems  and  acti- 
vities. 

References  in  this  compilation  are  organized  under  seven  major  topics, 
indicated  as  Sections.  With  the  exception  of  Section  I,  the  material  deals 
directly  with  problems  of  rural  health  and  medical  care.  In  order  to  pre- 
sent basic  information  on  factors  closely  related  to  health,  Section  I  in- 
cludes annotated  references  containing  national  data  on  recent  demographic 
changes,  the  level  of  living  of  rural -farm  families,  and  technological 
developments  that  affect  agriculture.

In  general,  the  references  selected  were  (l)  published  "between  January 
1953  and  June  I960;  (2)  "believed  to  be  available  in  most  libraries;  (3)  speci- 
fically concerned  with  the  rural  population  of  the  United  States;  and 
(k)   relevant  for  persons  engaged  in  the  fields  of  research,  health  education, 
community  health  activities,  and  other  types  of  health  activities  in  rural 
areas.  Articles  in  State  periodicals  are  omitted  "because  they  are  not  gener- 
ally available  in  libraries  outside  the  State  of  origin.
